REPORT SCHOOL BOARD 


After a number of years since the Hooksett School 
District voted to adopt district supervision, which the gen- 
éral court of 1899 spread on the statute books; the School 
Board déemed it practical to unite with Pembroke and form 
a supervisory district, thus carrying out the legal will of 
the inhabitants of Hooksett. Thus, accordingly, on Sep- 
tember 15, 1910, the district was organized by choosing 
A. F Burbank, chairman; Samuel Head, secretary; and 
Clifton P. Sanborn, treasurer. Soon afterwards, the ser- 
vices of O. H. Adams of Leicester, Mass., were secured 
as superintendent, through the recommendation of Henry 
C. Morrison, superintendent of state instruction, and other 
testimonials. The Board, after the brief interim since the 
consummation of the new order of things, is satisfied with 
the results. It is expected that severe criticisms will be 
made by some of the voters of the district, partly through 
laék of understanding, partly through prejudice, and we 
earnestly desire that you withhold your condemnation 
until the systémi has been given a fair trial. Duting the 
past year, the Board was enabled to cut off the transporta- 
tion éxpéiise, Which thé district has borné thé past few 
yéars, thus effectiiig a saving of $306.90—last year’s outs. 
Also the truant officer was dispensed with in September, 
the supervisor a8suming the duties without any additional 
expense to the district. Thé enumeration of school chil- 
dréti Was performed at the reasonable eost of $15. This. 
With the abolition of thé truant officer and the curtailment 
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of enumeration expense, will save the district $45 per year. 
During the coming year, the insurance policies on our 
schoolhouses will expire, which will necessitate an expense 
of about $118, to have them renewed. The Board had the 
well dug and stoned up at School No. 2, which the district 
voted to have done, installing a new pump, and also one at 
School No. 4, which will be of PAC benefit to the 
traveling public. 

The enumeration of school children in September was 
done by Henry Bailey Stevens, as required by law. He 
found, between the ages of five and sixteen, the following:

During the year ending the winter term, 34 weeks’ 
schooling has been maintained, which has never been done 
before. With the balance in the hands of the treasurer, 
unexpended, and the prospective aid from the state, in addi- 
tion to the appropriations called for by the Board econom- 
ically spent, there is no reason why 35 or 36 weeks’ school- 
ing cannot be maintained for the year 1912.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hooksett: 


I herewith submit my first annual report. The begin- 
ning of supervision in any town is largely a work of organ- 
izing existing resources and of developing latent possibil- 
ities, As the growth.and maturing of children is slow, so 
the developing of a school system, where it is folly to 
crowd children beyond their natural growth, must be slow. 
The conditions that surround the child, both at home and 
at school, the sentiment of the town, whether progressive 
or non-progressive, the ability and willingness of the tax 
payers to support high-grade schools, or their willingness 
to accept the conditions that were good enough for the 
fathers, the equipment of the teaching force, their educa- 
tion, willingness to do the same work in exactly the same 
way year after year, or desire to make each year better 
than former ones, desire for more light in educational mat- 
ters, eagerness to co-operate with modern methods, desire 
to be instructed, advised, guided,—all these conditions and 
many others must be carefully studied in the organizing of 
a superintendent’s work. 

Even the taking account of stock on hand and putting 
it into use so that none of it shall long be out of use is a 
task of no small importance, These are samples of the 
questions that your superintendent has carefully asked, 
investigated, tried to decide, and the end is not yet. At 
the beginning, a careful study was made of the needs of 
the individual child. Teacher and superintendent together 
considered the work of every child in the schools and his 
work was planned, in some cases two years ahead, to 
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enable him to get the best results from his studies. Where 
children were doing the same work year after year, making 
no visible advance, an attempt was made to put life into 
the school by giving new work. Classes were united, the 
number of recitations reduced, new material furnished as 
fast as was possible and a spirit of intense earnestness cul- 
tivated. Noclaim is made that this succeeded in every 
case or that no mistake was made, but the beginning of 
better days for the schools is seen in the increased enthu- 
siasm among teachers and pupils alike, greater interest on 
the part of a few parents, and the almost total absence of 
complaints from any one directly or indirectly connected 
with the schools. 

The listing of all books and maps enables an exchange, 
through the office of the superintendent, from school to 
school, so teachers testify that the supply of books and 
school supplies is quick, convenient and ample. Compar- 
ison of the necessary cost with other years will show that 
this has been done with lessened expense. Old, worthless, 
worn-out books have been collected, sorted and disposed 
of as fast as new books are obtained. 

From three to five series of geographies, none modern, 
were in use; so, for these, an entlrely new and modern 
edition, the Tarr and McMurray, was substituted. These 
have met with general favor. New reading material has 
been furnished six of the eight grades, along a definite 
and well-chosen line. After the mechanics of reading are 
taught in the primary grades, children require literature, 
geographical, nature and history readers to supplement 
other work. History readers have been furnished the five 
upper grades and, with the opening of the spring term, 
nature and geography readers will be furnished. The 
work in Grade 1 shows great improvement, where teachers 
have grasped the need of new requirements. The word 
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and sentence method, with a reasotiable atiiount of phonics, 
is taught and in sonie schools the réstilts aré gratifying. 
In this, as iti all ofhér matters, the most progressive, ear- 
nest teachér gets the best results. 

The history course is béing révised. Changes aré 
néeded in the history and grammar courses and iti somé of 
the books used. As iiost of thé books now ih usé are 
nearly worn out, changes can be madé with little or tio 
extra expense. Néw methods of téachitig spélling have 
been introduced, with prospéctivé coitiiniendablé resiilts. 
Six months is too short a timé to 166k for fésults, bit the 
eéneral trend of thé daily work, as seen by your stiperin- 
tendent, is encouraging and gratifying, 

The gréat numbér of absenées is a Sérious detriment, 
Classé§ aré héld back, ihdividual§ Gannot do the work 
“ requitéd, 4 général spirit of carelessnéss is éicouragéd and 
thé school siifférs becausé of thé few whose attendaticé is 
irregulat. The state jaw confers almost tinlimited power 
on thé School Board in coripelling régiilar attendance. 
However, the poli¢y of the Board with that of thé super- 
intendent has been to gét fésiilts by mildér policy thati 
the arrestiiig and fining for non-attetidencé. The law 
says childréh betweéeti eight and fourteen ‘‘shall atténd the 
public school all the the time stich school is in session, 
unless the child shall be excused by the school board 
bécdise his physical of mental condition is such as to preé- 
vent his atténdancé, of because hé was instructéd in the 
English language in a private school approved by the school 
board.”’ “Any person who doés not comply with thé ré 
quirénierits of this séction shall be fired tén dollats for the 
first offéneé arid twerity dollars for éach stibsequent 
offénce.”” Partly bécatise of thé gréat number of abseticés, 
the towh forfeited much of its staté aid last yeat. The 
earnest efforts of thé school atithorities now is to incréase 
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the attendance and to remedy other weaknesses, that this 
experience may not be repeated. I call the earnest atten- 
tion of parents to the need of keeping chidren in school 
all the time. | 

The report of the School Board has been both encour- 
aging and pleasing. To them is due much of the credit 
for whatever beginning towards better schools may have 
been made. Teachers have met new conditions with com- 
mendable heartiness, co-operation and loyalty, and to them 
are thanks due for weleome, assistance and hard work in 
the several schools.
